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| TRAPPED!!

On Monday evening, eight 
persons were trapped in one of 
the elevators of the Music 
Building. Three were profes- 
sors who teach in the Music 
and English departments and 
the others were students who 
had just completed classes. 

From 5:30 to. ap- 
proximately 6: 20 they tried to 
find ways out as visions of 
‘‘Earthquake” and ‘‘Tower- 
ing Inferno’ skipped through 
their minds 

Ann Holmquist of the 
English department said that 
most of the time was spend 
cracking bad jokes and trying 
to find a means of escape 
through a secret door, which 
wasn't there, and pleading on 
the phone to the local 
operator. 

“This is the elevator 
speaking,” one of the profes- 
sors informed the operator 

After awhile, the prisoners 
managed to open the door 
about one inch. Passersky 
offered their services in many 
ways 

“Would you like a martini 
with a long straw?” 

“Would you all like me to 
roll a pizza in to you?” 

“How about a pitcher of 
nice, cold beer?’ 

They began to consider the 
possibility that they would 
have to spend the night in the 
music building, or the elevator 
thereof. So everyone started 
taking inventory of their 
collective food supply. Life- 
savers, chewing gum and 
preaith mints might have to 
last them until morning. The 
possibility of having to ration 
the food supply was ap- 
parently not discussed. 

Holmquist said that a quick 


escape may have been pos- 
sible if only those involved had 
chosen another line of work. 

As the story goes, the 
elevators are constructed so 
that a bar between the inner 
and outer elevator door can be 
pulled to open both doors. But: 

‘Thev were all music ma- 
jors and none of them wanted 
to risk their hands.’’ One of the 
students tried, but failed to jar 
the door open. 

Did they feel that they 
would be rescued soon? 

“We kept imagining the 
maintainance man thumbing 
through his manual, trying to 
find the chapter on ‘How to 
rescue persons trapped in an 
elevator’. and would turn to 
the right place and the page 
would be missing.’’ 

Meanwhile, there was no let 
up on the jibes of curious 
passersby. A_ tremendous 
variety of jokes were thrown 
at our music building cap- 
tives 

So what did you all do in 
that memorable hour”? Holm- 
quist was asked The ac 
tivities of eight people trapped 
in an elevator may conjure up 
various ideas in some people's 
minds, but Professor Holm- 
quist and the others: her 
daughter Jan, Richard 
Carpenter and Frank Wasco 
of the Music department and 
the students, one of whom was 
in dire need of excretionary 
relief, concentrated on such 
things as reading music text 
books. 

According to the company 
that built the elevators. and 
eventually freed the victims, 
no escape doors are built into 
elevators in California. When 
they finally were rescued 
many of those involved vowed 
to save energy and exercise 
their bodies by using the stairs 
in the future 


Shell opens up

David Shell has offered new 
information concerning 
allegations made about him in 
connection with the Faculty 
Evaluations Program (FEP). 

The total advertising 
revenues from Added Dimen- 
sions, the faculty evaluations 
course guidebook, published 
in December 1973 was $1,100, 
according to Shell. He said 
$100 was from the Hornet 
Foundation for advertising 
paid in the form of materials 
and typewriter rentals. 

Of the remaining $1,000, 
$265 was deposited with the 
Associated Students Inc 

(ASI). “I never got any 
receipts and that’s my fault 
for not asking for it,’’ Shell 
said. 


The remainder, $735, was 
deposited in an outside bank 
account sometime in January 
1974, for the purpose of paying 
commissions to those who sold 
the advertising for Added 
Dimensions. 

The charges against the ac- 
count came to $289, mainly for 
the commissions. Sheil said 
the remaining $445 was turned 
over to Stan Pretzer, CSUS 
business manager, who 
turned it over to the ASI. 

Shell said he didn't know 
that outside bark accounts 
were against Trustees 
regulations. 

Shell referred to a Dec. 10, 
1974, Hornet article which 
criticized the timeliness of 
Added Dimensions and said 
the publication had been 
printed only twice in the past 
three years. He said there

Marjoe: ‘I never really believed’

One of former child 
evangelist Marjoe Gortner's 
pet peeves is the fear and guilt 
preached in churches today 

“Billy Graham doesn't 
preach hell anddamnation,”’ a 
Graham assistant once told 
Marjoe, ‘‘he’ preaches 
love... And, Marjoe Gortner 
that love will haunt you for the 
rest of your life." 

Gortner, who spoke at a 
CSUS convocation in a packed 
Men's Gym yesterday, said he 
got out of the evangelism 
business because ‘I never 
really believed, even from the 
beginning. It’s very hard for 
many to give up their beliefs 
because they have all that 
guilt feeling. But it wasn’t for 
me because alll ever saw was 
the business end of religion. 

“I just never believed it. 
The only vision I ever had was 
my mother coming in my 
room in the middle of the night 
with a new sermon to learn.”’ 

Marjoe, the grandson and 
son of ministers, was himself 
ordained at the age of four. 
After officiating at a marriage 
about a year later, he criss- 
crossed the country, preach- 
ing fire and brimstone to huge 
congregations. 

He later dropped out of the 
evangelism circuit, but 
returned several years ago. 
However, Gortner saw that 
he, and other evangelists and 
gurus, was just ‘‘an actor giv- 
ing a show.” 

Marjoe told of when he saw 
a speech by the teenaged guru, 
Maharaj Ji: “‘He came out and 
said ‘Hello. It is so simple. I 


have the answer. It's like acar 
that has four wheels. All! cars 
in America have four wheels 
but in Britain and Europe 
some have three wheels. Here 
cars have four wheels and a 
spare in the trunk, if one goes 
flat. Like me—I am the spare 
when you go flat.’ "’ 

The gurus, and evangelists. 
Gortner said, ‘‘all they talk 
about is pie in the sky, when 
you die, by and by...” 

‘You don't have to believe 
in one man,” he said. ‘Jesus 
was a good teacher, just like 
Buddha, Mchammed = and 
Martin Luther King. It's astep 
of faith. Youcan’treally argue 
religion...People are s0 
different. Different things 
work for different people. ”’ 

The parents of ‘Marjoe’ 
(which is a combination of the 
names Mary and Joseph) met 
when his mother, a traveling 
evangelist, came to the town 
where his father was a 
minister. ‘‘They then ran off to 
Las Vegas and got married,”’ 


“ Gortner noted. 


‘“‘Now that I've put that 
behind me I'm glad. I’m 
happy in what I’m doing—be- 
ing a full-time actor...Every 
successful evangelist must 
also be a good actor,”’ he 
added. 

“IT don't believe in a God 
figure sitting up there. | 
believe each of us is God. I try 
to live each day the best way I 
can...I don’t worry about the 
hereafter...when I die, 
whatever's all there, I'm go- 
ing to get.’ , 

When Marjoe returned to 
evangelism several years ago, 
he wanted to use the church 
for changing the ills of the 


world He wrote 

revolutionary’ sermons 
about social issues. However. 
Marjoe’s social sermons got 
no response from. the 
audience 


One minister came up and 
told Marjoe; ‘‘When are you 
Zoing to preach the truth, boy? 
We don't go in for politics. All 
they want is to hear fire and 
brimstone. They want that 
guilt. They want to be told 
they're guilty.” 


Extra-marital sex, Marjoe 
pointed out, is taboo to Chris- 
tians. He said, however, ‘‘one 
preacher told me that when I 
get into bed with a girl, that’s 
the carnal man in me. I leave 
the spiritual man outside, sc 
I'm not responsible.”’

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Legality of ‘herbal delights’ questioned

The preceding 
organizations 
institutions, and individuals 
according to the National 
Organization for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws, have all 
endorsed or recommended the 
removal of all criminal 
penalties for the private 
possession and use of mari- 
juana. This list is just a part of 
NORML’s continuing efforts 
to lobby for the dec 
riminalization of private 
marijuuna use across” the 
United States, an effort 
presently concentrated on the 
California State Senate 

The State Senute is curren 
tly pondering Senate Bill 95, 
authored by Senate Democ- 
ratic Leader George Moscone 
of San Francisco. SB 95 is 
modeled after the successful 
civil fine approach that went 
into effect in Oregon during 
October. 1973. SB 95 would 
make the possession and 
transfer of up to three ounces 
of pot an infraction 
punishable by a fine of not 
more than $100. Other mari 
juana offenses, such as using 
or being found under the in- 
fluence of “herbal delights” 
would also be reduced to an in 
fraction. However, felons 
penalties. for the sale or 
cultivation of marijuana 
would remain unchanged 


SB 95 is not a full dec- 
riminalization measure, but it 
does do away with any pos- 
sibility of jail terms for mari- 
juana offenses, which ac- 
cording to NORML comprises 
some 90-95 percent of all muri- 
Juana arrests. 

During the recently ended 
Reagan Years, the possibility 
of any marijuana legislation 
passing out of the Governor's 
office with his signature was 
un absolute absurdity, .as 
Reagan vetoed three bills in 
1973 alone, all of which would 
have reduced the present pot 
penalties. The lust time the 
marijuana issue came up 
before the people of Califor- 
nia. it was in the form of 
Proposition 19, which was met 
with less-than-open arms and 
soundly defeated. However to- 
day may be a different storys 

During that 1972 election 
one of the groups which ac 
tively lobbied against 
Proposition 19. was “P.O.P.”’ 
or Peopie Opposing Pot. Their 
leuflets seem to suggest their 
main feurs are aimed at the 
legalization of marijuana. The 
pamphlet warned the voters 
that should they permit 
legalization. it would mean 
that) marijuana could — be 
smoked anywhere tobacco 
could be smoked and that you 
would tind ‘potheuds” driving 
down the freeway and the 
sume streets your children 
play on 

Furthermore P.O.P 
warned that should we allow 
the use of Marijuana without 
the threat of a long prison 
term, you would run the risk of 
eventually working next to a 
pot smoker on the Job, which 
as they went on to explain 

would lead to ‘pot breaks” in 
lieu of cottee 

On the other side of the 
spectrum, we have the 
NORML people. Their fight is 
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with the severe penalties 
present California laws hold 
for even minor marijuana 
offenses. They oppose the very 
high number of arrests for 
very small amounts of mari- 
Juana possession, and also the 
effect those vast number of 
arrests have on the judicial 
system and the efficiency of 
the police force in California 
As an example, in 1972 there 
were 95,000 marijuana arrests 
in California alone, and 25 
percent of all felony arrests in 
the stute were for marijuana 
offenses 

The millon dollars are 
spent + annually enforcing 
California laws. This creates 
adverse results in the already 
over-crowded courts, as well 
us serving to remove officers 
from crimes of much greater 
importance 

There are reports. that 
Governor Edmund (;. Brown 
Jr. is on record as supporting 
the Oregon approach, and has 
stated that he would sign 
legislation which would put it 
into effect in California 

The independent National 
Drug Abuse Council con 
ducted a survey in Oregon one 
veur alter the implementation 
ot SB 95's Oregonian counter 
part. The October 1974 survey 
which consisted of 802 per 
sonal interviews with adults 
over the age ot 18, represented 
sample of the 
state's population. As might 
be expected, the 18-29 age 
group took u tar more liberal 
view on the tour legal choices 
regarding sale and/or posses- 
sion of small amounts of mari 
juana. The division is even 
shurper among those who 
have used and those who have 
never used pot. During the 
survey. the Drug Abuse Coun 
ceil found that) marijuana 
usage did not significantly in

The question of marijuana 
usage is complex and con- 
troversial because of the in- 
creasing numbers of people 
who are risking the criminal 
penalties attached to that 
usage. It seems many of the 
ardent ‘non-pot people’ feel 
that if the pr sent laws res 
tricting the use of the drug 
remain. ‘the problem’ will 
eventually dry up and drift 
away. However. with the 
reports of ever-increasing 
muryuana use. not only in 
California but across the coun- 
try. it seems they would be 
more correct in saving that 
‘the problem’ will dry up and 
go up in smoke 
The Drug Abuse Council 
alter conducting their exten 
sive two-year study and 
Oregon survey, reported: ‘It 
seems clear that marijuana 
haus been estublished as the 
recreational drug of choice by 
many Americans, youth as 
well as adults. and that its 
prohibition has had little 
effect upon its availability and 
use. Other states should take a 
aretul look at what happened 
in Oregon since it removed its 
criminal! penalties for small! 
umounts of marijuana, and 
consider moving in the sume 
direction 
Not only are marijuana 
users Increusing In numbers 
but in diversity of per 
sonalities as well. The well 
known American intellectual 
William F. Buckley Jr. wrote 
an article entitled, “End the 
Pot Penalties” in the Noy. 10. 
1974 edition of the Washington 
Star-News. The article in 
cluded a description of Buc 
kley's first experience with 
marijuana, which was legal 
as he had taken the precaution 
of going bevond the three mile 
seu limit of the United States

Medicinal 
value of Pot 


(ZNS) A San Francisco 
psychiatrist and advisor to the 
World Health Organization 
testified tn a federal court 
hearing this week that ‘‘untold 
pain and suftering could be 
relieved if marijuana were 
available for medical uses’ 

Dr. Joel Fort told an ad 
ministrative hearing = in 
Washington, DC. that mar‘- 
juana had been used 
medically since 5000 B.C. He 
cited studies which showed pot 
had great medical vaiue and 
potential in treating 
glaucoma asthma and 
cancer 

The hearing was the result 
of a suit brought by the 
National Organization for the 
Reform of Mariiuuna Laws 
(NORML) three yeurs ago. 
NOR ML is attempting to have 
the classification of mari- 
juana changed. At present, 
marijuana is Classified by the 
Drug Enforcement Ad 
ministration in the same 
category as such hard drugs 
as heroin 

Dr. Fort stated during the 
hearing that—becuuse of its 
widespread medical poten- 
tial—marijuana should be 
made available to doctors to 
prescribe as they see fit

The ‘*Work-Study 
Program” is designed to help 
provide students with an 
education: it was not designed 
to exploit student labor by 
allowing employers to pay lit 
tle. and demand a lot of work 
and inconvience out of those 
individuals. The employer 
pays the student only 20 
percent of what they earn 
while the Federal 
Government pays the other 80 
percent. The Federal 
Government seeks to offer 
“Educational Opportunities 
to the students, not an ex 
ploitable labor murket to em- 
plovers 

The students who must 
suffer to work at $2 an hour are 
forced to sacrifice their 

study time” to earn the 
money granted to them. so 
they can survive in this ‘pay 
your bills society The 
student SEOG © subsistence 
money is granted to individual 
students by the government 
because the government seeks 
to help students get their 
education 

Students who must suffer to 
work at low wages are being 
exploited by their employers 
and the Federa! Government 
gets to be made out to be 

Stupid by the ad- 
ministrators. The Federal 
Government didn't know that 
employers were going to take 
advantage of their ‘‘good 
intentions and cheat the 
students. who the Federal 
Government was seeking to 
help get an education 

Students who work at $2 an 
hour in the college work-study 
program get paid only 40 cents 
an hour by their employ ers 
while “Uncle Sam’ picks-up 
the bill for the other $1.60 an 
hour they earn. Does the

college have the right to ex 
ploit the students by taking ad- 
vantage of their work-study 
obligation? 

The college's purpose is to 
perform that function of being 
that kind of a place where 
students can come to “take ad- 
vantage of their opportunities 
to get an education.’’ Why not 
make things easier on the 
students, instead of budgeting 
away work-study obligations 
so that “every little bit of work 
time can be taken from the 
students? 

The whole idea of working 
or the money ‘‘granted”’ is to 
warrant appreciation. and not 
to give the appearance of ‘‘get- 
ting something for nothing ° 
Instead of allowing the 
students freedom to earn their 
grant money easily, the ad 
ministration exploits their 
obligation by paying the 
students low wages. The 
students’ time is the essential 
factor 

The CSUS Administration 
can decide to help the students 
by allowing them to earn 
decent wages, so they do not 
have to work as many hours to 
eam their ‘Educational Op- 
portunity Grant which is 

given” to them individually 
by the Federal Government 
The students would then have 
more time to study. and less 
problems trying to make 
‘ends meet’ if their 20 
percent of their hourly wage 
Was raised from 40 cents an 
hour to $1 an hour.

Protect all rights

Washington—Since Christmas, the more prestigious 
organs of the mass media have been lathering themselves 
about allegations of CIA-FBI spying on some of the more in- 
tluential power babies in the upper class. The evidence 
suggests that since the mid-1960's Federal agencies have 
stopped confining their illegal intrusions to politically un 
popular groups 

Millionuires, members of Congress even have become 
vulnerable, or so it appears. This last has incited an inves- 
tigatory zeal for the protection of their own rights which had 
not been aroused for the defense of the rights of others 

Or am I being unfair? The other day The Washington Post 
ran a front-page story informing the world that: ‘‘FBI tapped 
King at 1964 Convention.” An article followed explaining that 
Dr. Martin Luther King’s hotei room at the Democratic 
convention had been bugged and his phone tapped 


What is astonishing about this is that scores of mass media 
executives have known for years that Dr. King was the object 
of illegal surveill: ince They knew it when he was alive. Nor 
was this information known indirectiy through secondary 
sources. They knew it because representatives of the FBI had 
come to them peddling eavesdropped recordings concerning 
Dr. King’s sex life 

No newspaper, North or South, was going to print that kind 
of stuff and none did. Nevertheless they had been given in- 
controvertible proof by the government itself of the fact that 
the same government made it an ordinary practice to violate 
the civil rights of its critics 

If this knowledge caused the media to crank up its inves- 
tigatory machinery, it has managed to keep news of it a 
closely held secret. The media performance is singled out 
here however, only because it is so conspicuous. All the 
upper layers of power and influence have had hints for years 
that pariah groups. ranging from the John Birch Society to 
the Socialist Workers Party, were probably being serious! 
infringed upon. Now the power babes and the big richies com 
plain. and it’s not difficult to surmise why 

Even at this date. though, you don't hear a hue and cry 
about the treatment accorded even such innocuous groups as 
the Scientologists. These people have been raided by the 
Food and Drug Administration and had the accoutrements of 
their religion confiscated. They ve been put on some of those 
nefarious government lists. T cy've had the tax exemptions 
of some of their churches snatched by the IRS. and lately 
they ve been claiming that the CIA is spying on them—an ac- 
cusalion, given what we know about the CIA. that ought not to 
be dismissed out of hand 

The Scientologists have been harassed by the government 
for vears. The legal fees they ve been forced to pay to sustain 
their rights are so large they constitute a fine levied against 
them, though they re guilty of nothing more than practicing 
their faith. And it’s their faith, not their politics. which gets 
them into trouble. Not only is it different, but it inspires in 
their adherents an irritating. evangelical tenacity that 
Americans are supposed to reserve for sports 


‘Protecting’ Our Teenagers 


Unhappily for the Scientologists, they have invented a 
religion with a special appeal for a certain sort of middle 
class adolescent. You might call it anelectronic Buddhism in 
which the Divine Computer frees the soul er “‘thetan” for 
heaven knows what delicious reunions with the first principle 
ol the universe. This amalgam of pyschology. technology 
sci-[t and ethics fetches young people: but, while we like our 
teenagers to go to church, we also like them only to go 
through the motions. so we assume when they get caught! up 
in anything they re being brainwashed, and the tull power of 
the centralized state may be invoked to stop it 

Scientology. of course, makes as much or as little sense as 
many another organized church, but since it's different and tt 
hasn't been in business fur 300 vears, its members can be 
robbed of their First Amendment rights and no Congres- 
sional investigations are convened 

The American Civil Liberties Union is making a major ef 
fort to use this Bicentennial period to focus attention on the 
Violation of everybody's rights in hopes of preventing the 
government from tatooing our social security numbers on 
our forearms. (They are having a national conference on the 
subject in Chicago at the end of February.) 

The ACLU understands that unless everybody's rights are 
protected, nobody's are. It was the failure to defend people 
like Dr. King and the Scientologists that led the government! 
to violate the rights of the ultra-respectables andthe power 
babies. So. if Congress thinks it can protect itself without 
protecting the rest of us at the same time, Congress is going to 
get itsell bugged again

Another Mideast paradox

With its usual frequency, 
the Middle East has again 
presented the world with 
another paradoxical situation 
As in the past, this situation 
deals with the chances for ob- 
taining a true and lasting 
peace. This time, however, 
while the chance of peace may 
have serious stumbling blocs 
as before, never has the pos- 
sibility of a lasting peace been 
so great and the possible 
rewards of peace so enormous 
even for the United States. 


A situation has arisen 
between moderates and ex- 
tremists of both the Jewish 


and Arab spheres of influence 

On the one hand, a movement 
is underway by 
moderates—Arab and Israeli 
alike—to find a source of com- 
mon ground or agreement and 
begin moving towards truly 
peaceful relations 


Although such positive 
steps are promising, there is 
one continuing problem that 
may act as a stop gate for the 
progress now being 
made—stubborness on the 
behalf of the conservative 
members of the Jewish com- 
munity in Israel and the 
United States, and the radical 
parts of the Arab world, most 
notably. Syria and the Palis- 
tine Liberation Organization 
(PLO). As always, the conser- 
vative camp wants to keep all 
of the land under dispute. 
while the radical groups want 
to take it all back 

Indeed, what a shame it 
would be if this same old stum- 
bling bloc is again allowed to 
stop or even slow the 
prospects for a peaceful future 
for the area. If the extremists 
on both sides could overcome 
their petty differences 
differences that won't mean a 
damn in 30 years, much could 
be accomplished not only for

Arab-Israeli conflict.’”’ 


This movement is reflected 
in a recent statement by 
former Israeli Defense 
Minister Moshe Dayan 
Declaring that Israel could 
withdraw from at least ‘part’ 
of the Sinai area without 
seriously affecting § tits 
security. the general 
suggested that Israel should 
tuke the action in order to 
elicit a response from Egypt 

On the Egyptian — side. 
however, such a response has 
already been indicated 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat was quoted last week as 
saying that Syria and Egypt 
would never attack Israe! 
unless first attacked, and that 
“there is a turning point now 
in the history of the Arab-Is- 
raeli conflict."’ He continued 
saying. ‘For the first time in 
26 years, itis possible now that 
we can have peace in the 
area.” 


the people in that area of the 
world but for the goals set 
forth by this nation. 

For years it has been the ob- 
jective of this nation to give Is- 
rael the necessary support to 
guarantee its survival. At the 
same time, we have 
attempted te maintain some 
form of friendship with the 
Arab world in order that we 
might lessen Soviet influence 
in the area and improve our 
business relations with the oil 
counties. 

If the moderate influence 
now surfacing is allowed to 
flourish, such goals might just 
be the result Israel, 
withdrawn to borders that 
are at least partially accep- 
tuble to the Egyptians, would 
still find itself secure with the 
assurance of a peaceful coex- 
istence from the Arabs backed 
by an American pledge for as- 
sistence if ever needed, and

This would leave Israel free 
toreturn to its growing domes- 
tic problems and allow for a 
growth in the biossoming 
trade between Jordan and Is- 
rae!. Tha Arab states, for their 
part, would then be able to 
move closer to the West and 
continue its break currently 


underway with the Soviet 
Union 

The Arab states, most 
netubly Egypt and Saudia 


Arabia have already begun 
major steps towards recon- 
ciliation with the West. Recen- 
tly, the Egyptians have gone 
to France, not the Soviet 
Union, to purchase new 
weapons which France feels is 
necessary to maintain a 
balance of power in the area in 
light of massive recent arms 
shipments to Israel from the 
United States 


Furthermore, there are 
reports that the Arabs are 
planning a sort of ‘Marshall 


Plan” which, if put into effect 
would pour approximately $30 
billion of relief funds into Asia. 
Africa and Latin America 
Most important, the Arabs 
would distribute the funds 
through the Worid Bank and 15 
to 25 other Western banks and 
would be used to procure 
American technology for the 
project 

This would have the effect 
of returning at least a portion 
ef our money spent on oil te our 
economy and would further 
the cause of American 
Arabian friendship. Most im- 
portant, however, it just might 
make possible a peace that 
four major wars have not been 
able to achieve.

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No more sweets in 
Dallas vending machines

The Dallas, Texas school trustees voted seven to one the 
other day te bar sugar-rich or zero nutrition foods and drinks 
from school vending machines. The move could spark 
similar decisions across the country which is why the $5 
billion vending machine industry is watching closely. 


Trustee Nancy Judy was the persuasive mover behind the 
board's decision to provide students with ‘‘optimal health 
choices.’ Standard vending machines provide choices 
overwhelming in non-nutritious terms, such as soda pop. 
candy bars, chewing gum, additive-filled pastries and coffee. 

Effective next September, Dallas school vending 
machines will contain fruit and vegetable juices. cheese 
products. crackers, fresh fruits and nuts, and low-fat milk. 

Judy's proposal, which the board adopted with one 
member, a local Coca-Cola bottling executive, abstaining. 
has solid support from many leading nutritionists and health 
specialists 


Last September. 452 health professionals, including 
professor Jean Mayer of Harvard University. petitioned the 
General Services Administration (GSA) in Washington tore- 
quire its vending machine contractors in federal buildings to 
include nutritious food in at leust half of the vending slots. 

'tis fully within GSA‘s authority to require some restraint 
in ‘he selling of junk or harmful products by companies 
licensed to do business on federal property. GSA‘s response 
to the suggestion was lukewarm at best 

Non-nutritious vending machine products do more than 
disturb dentists and promote cavities. They frequently con- 
tain high concentrations of sugar or salt or fat 

Hundreds of thousands of peopie in the country suffer from 
diseuses connected. in part, to diets high in sugar. fat and 
other junk food ingredients, according to Mayer and his co- 
petitioners 


What the Dallas school trustees recognized is that the 
groundwork for such adult diseases is laid in the diets which 
children experience 

It is interesting to note the opposition to the Dallas 
decision. Some school officials and students said the 
replacement of sugar-rich products would reduce the profits 
the schools obtain from vending machine commissions 

The lone dissenting voter. Laurence Herkimer. suggested 
that there would be disciplinary problems with students leav 
ing school to buy sweets in nearby stores. Supporters of the 
pro-nutrition action dismissed such problems as subordinate 
to the needs of heaith and common sense. 


The food and drink companies have not yet mobilized and 
you can be sure they will in some fashion or another. They are 
not satisfied that stores and many school cafeterias will still 
sell their sweet-toothed offerings to children

Alpine Meadows 
fights boredom 


Skiing no longer belongs to 
professionals and ski bums 
Today it is everyone's sport 
and everyone skiis. During the 
past few years skiing has 
skyrocketed to the most 
popular—and consequently 
most crowded—winter sport 
in America 

This increased popularity 
results in hordes of people 
descending upon ski areas 
every weekend. Devoted 
skiers now dream of finding a 
ski area without the long. res 
tless liftlines, and the 
crowded, exhaust-laden par- 
king lots that are especially 
prevalent on weekends and 
holidays 

The usual solution to this 
problem is midweek skiing, 
which features small to non- 
existent liftlines and light traf 
fic. But this brilliant idea also 
has a snag—ski areas often 
reduce the number of lifts 
operating midweek to coin- 
cide with the reduced number 
of skiers. In areas with few 
lifts, and certainly not lifts 
with access to both beginning 
and expert slopes, the result is 
close to disastrous. You have 
to ski on 2-3 runs the entire 


day. runs not especially 
challenging and ultimately 
boring 


So where can skiers go to 
find ample parking, short—or 
at least moderate—liftlines 
and enough lifts operating to 
challenge anyone? ’ 

My suggestion is to try 
Alpine Meadows, located on 
the northwest slopes of Lake 
Tahoe just off Highway 89, 5 
miles west of Tahoe City. This 
2000 acre area covers 2 moun- 
tains full of slopes of all des- 
criptions—from wide open 
bowls to gentle glades. AM's 
immensity not only easily ac- 
comodates skiers on its slopes, 
but its 2500 car parking lot 
allows ample parking for all

quality faculty. 

The UPC has therefore 
asked Senator Alquist tocarry 
an urgency bill to restore the 
$699.623. but the process is 
long and many feel that the 
needed money will not be
